Mrs. Martha Truman, 92-year-old 
mother of the President, passing 
through Union Station today on 
her way home after ner visit to 
Washington, said to reporters: 

“There’s no better son a’walkin’ 
than the one in the White House.” 

Reporters had been asked by 
Secret Service men on the Presi- 
dent’s special car, on which Mrs. 
Truman traveled, not to question 
her, and none tried to do so, but 
she leaned over thg rear platform 
as she was being photographed and 
volunteered her tribute to her son. 

President Truman accompanied 
his mother and hig sister, Miss 
Mary Truman, on their departure 
from Washington last evening, by 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad. 
He left the train at a nearby sta- 
tion in Maryland, and was driven 
back to the White House. 

The Missouri-Pacific picked up 
the special car here. At Kangas 
City tonight, Vivian Truman, the 
President’s brother, will meet his 
mother and sister, for the drive to 
Grandview. The escorting party 
will return to Washington from 
Kansas City. Col. Harry Vaugh- 
an, the President's military aide, 
was in charge, and Comdr. Cecil 
Andrews, Navy physician, and Lt. 
Helen Ricard, Navy nurse, were 
on board. 

Mrs. Truman, wearing a blue 
dress with white ruffles, and 
carrying a light cane, remained 
on hte car platform long enough 
to be greeted by a gathering of 
soldiers and other travelers, and 
of station employes. 

Miss Truman said her mother 
had stood the journey well, and 
had enjoyed her stay in the White 
House, and that they would both 
be glad to get home. The east- 
bound trip, Mrs. Truman’s first 
visit to Washington,\was made by 
airplane, before Mothers’ day, 
May 13.

Home From Europe in Bombers

BRADLEY FIELD, WINDSOR 
LOCKS, Conn., May 22 (AP).— 
The first of the men to bomb 
Germany into defeat arrived at 
Bradley Field today on the end 
of a round trip to Europe and the 
Mediterranean. 

For the great majority, it will 
be just a rest stop before going 
on to the Pacific. 

Flying the same planes they had 
used against the Nazis, the men 
landed at Bradley Field at inter- 
vals of from three to five min- 
utes. A total of 1275 airmen, 800 


enlisted men and 475 officers, are 


being returned to the States for 
redeployment. 

First of the 65 planes to arrive

The balloons were described as 
being of gray, white or greenish- 
blue paper. They are about 33 
feet in diameter. The main pur- 
pose of the bombs, it was said, is 
believed to ‘be to set brush and 
forest fires. There have been no 
reports that incendiary bombs 
have caused such fires. 

Bombs Dangerous. 

The two services warned that 
the bombs are dangerous and 
should not be touched by anyone 
who is not familiar with them. 

Urging editors and broadcasters 
to continue their co-operation with 
the censorship office on tilte bal- 
loon operations, the two services 
said newspaper readers and radio 
listeners should also understand 
that details of the balloons are 
being omitted from news reports 
to keep the enemy from obtaining 
further information on the at- 
tacks. 

The statement said any story on 
balloon casualties would serve the 
national interest if the press and 
radio and all civilans_ refrain 
“from connecting such casualty 
with enemy action.” 

The services also asked civilians 
to follow the example of the news- 
papers and radio and refrain from 
spreading news of any specific 
balloon incident. 

This was the first time that the 
American public has been told of 
the balloon attacks,glthough they 
were known to many newspaper 
men and others. 

The joint statement said“the dis- 
closure was being made so that 
a public safety campaign could 
be undertaken to prevent possible 
damage or injury from the bal- 
loons. 

There is always a possibility, the 
statement said, that unexploded 
bombs may be found in isolated 
spots, concealed in wooded areas 
or buried beneath melting snow. 

With the approach of warm 
weather and the end of the school 
season, the statement continued, 
“it is desirable that people and 
especially children living west of 
the Mississippi River be warned 
of this possible hazard and cau- 
tioned under no circumstances to 
touch or approach any unfamoliar 
object.” 

Not a Military Threat, 

The Army and Navy said they 
wanted to reassure the nation 
that the balloon attacks are so 
scattered and aimless that they 
do not constitute a military threat. 

“They should not be viewed with 
alarm,” the statement said. “Due 
to the large areas of the United 
States and the variable nature of 
the winds, the possibility of a hit 
in any specific area is remote. 

“The chances that any given 
place would be hit by these at- 
tacks is- only one in many mil- 
lions.” 

The armed services sajd they 
took the position that the possi- 
bility of saving even one American 
life through precautionary meas- 
ures would more than offset any 
military gain which the enemy 
might make from the mere knowl- 
edge that some of the balloons 
had arrived on this side of the 
Pacific. 

The enemy would like to know 
the exact time the balloons ar- 
rived, the locality and their ef- 
fect, the statement said, adding:

Yugoslavia. 

It was understood that the Yu- 
gosiav government had agreed 
with minor stipulations to all Al- 
lied proposals put forward. 

While there was no official an- 
nouncement heQre immediately of 
the contents of a new note Tito 
had sent to the British and United 
States governments, the atmos- 
phere was extremely optimistic. 

Eighth Army troops earlier had 
pushed about six miles east and 
north from the Isonzo River 
and the coastal road to 
Trieste, occupyling heights over- 
looking their former positions 
and causing increased tension in 
the 10-day political deadlock. Al- 
lied trucks, tanks and armored 
cars moved over the roads north 
of Trieste in the Gorizia area, 

No Incidents Reported, 

Yugoslay troops apparently ?of- 
fered no opposition, for there was 
no report of incidents between 
forces of the two armies. One 
American was wounded when he 
stepped on a mine, believed to 
have been left by the Germans, 
near a road block. 

In Trieste armed Allied patrols 
moved through the city for the 
first time in days. All Allied troops 
in the Adriatic city were ordered 
to carry arms,

Cavalry Finds Opposition Tough. 

The First Cavalry ran into stiff 
opposition nine miles south of In- 
fanta on central Luzon’s east 
coast, while other Yanks drove 
steadily ahead down Balete Pass 
toward the Cagayan Valley in 
northern Luzon. Bombers and 
fighters closely supported the Ba- 
lete action, plastering objectives 
with 238 tons of explosives. 

On Mindanao, the Thirty-first 
end Fortieth Divisions were only

headed the attack, 
Burning oil was poured down on 
the Japanese-infested ridge before 
Shuri town after dark. Drums of 
oil were brought to the front in 
amphibious tractors and hauled to 
the top of the ridge with ropes 
pulled by 16-man teams, The Ma- 
rines punched holes in the drums 
and poured the contents down the 
rugged. coral bluff. 


‘Whole Bluff in Flames. 


“The whole cave-pocked bluff 
burst into flames and lit the sky 
with a pinkish glow that silhouet- 
ted Shuri in front of us,” said 
Capt. Lawrence K. ‘Hennessy, 
Schenectady, N. Y., commander of 
the company which made the fire 
attack. 

Maj. Gen. Pedro del Valle, Alex- 
andria, Va., First Division com- 
mander, who has been fighting in 
the Pacific since the beginning of 
the Guadalcanal campaign, 
watched his men, also veterans of 
Guadalcanal, from a hilltop van- 
tage point.

OIL POURED ON OKINAWA JAPS 
AND FIRED IN FIGHT FOR RIDGE 


6 SHIPS, 36 SMALL CRAFT 
SUNK IN HEAVIEST OF U, S. 
MANILA, May 22 (AP). 
HE heaviest air strikes on 
T Formosa in four months of 
raiding by Philippines-based 
bombers were made Saturday, 
it was reported today by As- 
| sociated Press War Correspond- 
ent Russell Brines from the 
Fifth Air Force base. 

Airmen returning from Sat- 
urday’s raid said they sank six 
ships and 36 small craft and 
damaged 14 other vessels of all 
types. 

A total of 9000 tons of ex- 
plosives have been rained on 
Formosa war industries, air- 
dromes, transportation facili- 
ties and military installations 
since the first bomber struck 
from the Philippines Jan. 11. 

Gén, Douglas MacArthur re- 
ported 327 tons of bombs were 
dropped on harbor installations, 
rail yards and airdromes on 
Formosa in the sixth consecu- 
tive day of attacks from Philip- 
pines bases, presumably Mon- 
day. 

Search planes in coastal wa- 
ters sank a freighter and dam- 
aged three others while patrol 
bombers in the China Sea sank 
three freighters and bombed 
the island outpost of Pratas 
Reef west of Palawan. Rail in- 
stallations in French Indo- 
China and near Nanking were 
other targets.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
The American First Army, which 
blazed a path for Allied troops 
across the German frontier and 
first broke the Siegfried line, 
soon will be fighting the Japanesé. 

Numbering some 150,000 men a 
month ago, the Army commanded 
by Gen, Courtney H. Hodges is 
being redeployed by way of the 
United States, with 30-day fur- 
loughs awaiting its members here. 


It is the first sizable contingent 
the War Department has officially 
announced will move from the 
European theater to the Pacific. 


Troops of the First Army para- 
chuted into France before H-hour 
on D-day. Then, in one of the 
most dramatic campaigns in 
American military history, the 
Army slashed through’ France, 
Belgium and into Germany. Units 
of the first were credited with the 
capture of-Paris. 

Hodges, a tough and resilient 
commander, has served over 40 
years in the Army. He worked his 
way up through the ranks from 
buck private. 

The War Department’s 
nouncement last night said: 

“The divisions and Army corps 
that fight with the First Army 
against Japan will not necessarily 
be the same as those that fought 
in Germany. However, enough vet- 
eran units and veteran personnel 
will take the field under Gen. 
Hodges to insure the same vigor- 
ous assault against the Japanese 
as was made by the First Army 
against the Germans.” 

“The .fighting record of the 
First Army ranks with the proud- 
est in the Allied Expeditionary 
Forces. Although the Army itself 
did not enter combat until the 
invasion of the Normandy coast, 
several of its units took part in 
its original landings in North Af- 
rica, Sicily and Italy.

The 1100 Labor party delegates | 


meeting at Blackpool at the par- 
tv’s national convention gave 
swift approval of the platform 
which virtually meant the opening 
of the political campaign. 

The program bluntly termed the 
Labor party a socialist party and 
called for sweeping nationalization 
of industry, specifically naming 
coal mines, railroads and all other 
public forms of transportation, and 
iron and steel plants as the first 
to be taken over by the Govern- 
ment. Public ownership of the 
Bank of England also was advo- 
cated. 

Laborite Hugh Dalton confi- 
dentially predicted Labor would 
win a comfortable majority for the 
first time in history. There has 


been a Labor Government in Brit-| 


ain before, but the party never 
has held an over-all majority. 
Relations With Russia. 

Dalton asserted “a British So- 
cialist Government would be far 
more able to remove Russian sus- 
picion of England than a British 
Tory Government.” 

Several speakers voiced concern 
over what they called “poisonous 
anti-Soviet propaganda” which 
they said.was becoming evident in 
Britain and among British troops 
on the continent. 

Debate on the international part 
of the party’s platform was put 
off until tomorrow. 

Dalton said the Labor party was 
firmly opposed to any restriction 
on Jewish emigration to Palestine, 
declaring it was “thoroughly 
wrong and politically indefensible 
to put obstacles in the way of any 
Jews *who wanted to go there.” 

Political circles predicted the 
election would be set for July 5 
provided Churchill acts by Thurs- 
day to have Parliament dissolved, 
or July 11 if he delays until 
May 30. 

The London Press, which has 
been urging an early meeting of 
the “Big Three” to settle the Pol- 
ish issue and other European prob- 
lems, said that with the elections 
coming up any such meeting was 
out of the question until late in 
July or August. 

While Churchill would name an 
interim “caretaker” government 
pending the election, British edi- 
torial writers expressed the belief 
it would not carry the full weight 
of authority necessary at an in- 
ternational conference, 

Labor party teaders previously 
had demanded a general election 
next fall and had rejected Chur- 
chill’s proposal for a “yes-or-no” 
popular referendum on whether 
the present Parliament should be 
prolonged. 

The decision promised a prompt 
withdrawal of Labor ministers 
from the Churchill Government to 
prepare for the expected election 
campaign. Liberal members also 
are expected to withdraw, and 
Churchill] probably will have to ap- 
point 30 ministers and junior min- 
isters to complete his interim gov- 
ernment.

By CURTIS A. BETTS 
State Political Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 22.— 
The Quinn bill, expanding the per- 
sonnel of the State Highway Com- 
mission to make certain rural- 
area domination of road building 
and blocking city participation in 
the expenditure of highway funds, 
was pushed through’ the Senate 

today by the rural Senators. 
They immediately strengthened 
their victory, with the aid of two 
Senators from St. Louis, one from 
Kansas City and two others, by 
adopting an émergency clause, de- 
signed to prevent submission of 
the bill to a vote under the refer- 
endum, 

Had the Senators who voted 
against the bill voted against the 
emergency clause, there would 
have been no question of the 
right to a_ referendum. As it 
stands, that question will have to 
be submitted to the courts. The 
Senators against the bill who 
switched over in favor of the 
emergency clause were Ricketts 
and Studt of St. Louis, Keating of 
Kansas City, Joslyn of Charleston 
and Leonard of Joplin. 


Hour’s Debate. 


The bill was under debate for 
more than an hour, St. Louis Sen- 
ators and two from rural districts, 
Joslyn and Leonard, making their 
arguments mainly on the fact that 
an increase of the personne! of 
the commission from four to 10, 
each of the 10 to be appointed 
from a designated district, would 
mean a sectional commission. 

They said it would mean log- 
rolling among the commissioners 
to obtain the greatest possible ex- 
penditures in their districts to the 
detriment of the statewide high- 
way system. 

Supporters of the bill had little 
to say except that it would give 
wider representation to sections 
of the State. 

All of the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Senators voted against the 
bill. Only two from outside the 
cities, Joslyn and Leonard, op- 
posed it. (Senator Joseph A. Fal- 
zone of St. Louis County joined 
with the rural bloc in support of 
the bill against the interests of the 
more populous areas, 


The bill is yet to be acted on in 
the House, but it is expected to be 
passed there, where the rural rep- 
resentation is larger proportion- 
ately than in the Senate. 


“Milk Route” Bill. 


The King “milk route bill,” an- 
other of several legislative meas- 
ures which have been construed 
as antagonistic to St. Louis and 
other cities, is expected to be al- 
tered through amendments pre- 
sented to the Senate Highways 
Committee to remove the principal 
objectionable features. 
no action was taken on the amend- 
ments yesterday, Representative 
King, author of the bill, agreed 
that they were advisable. 


Senator Jasper Smith of Spring- 


field took the lead in attempting 
to whip the bill into acceptable 
shape, presenting two amend- 
ments. One proposes to eliminate 
a provision under which purely 
rural roads would be constructed 
with the aid of funds taken from 
general State revenues, of which 
St. Louis and Kansas City pay 
approximately half. Instead, the 
money would be taken from ac- 
cumulated funds aggregating 
about 16 million dollars. The 
other amendment eliminates a pro- 
vision for the maintenance’ of 
such roads by the state,

CHARGE AGAINST FORMER 
JUSTICE OF PEACE’ DROPPED 


A charge that Bernard V. Beck- 
man illegally performed a mar- 
riage as a Justice of the Peace on 
Oct. 16, 1944, when actually he 
held no such office, was dismissed 
by Circuit Judge John A. Witt- 
haus yesterday at the request of 
Leonard L, Bornschein, assistant 
prosecuting attorney of St. Louis 

Dismissal was requested in view 
of the fact the State Supreme 
Court recently upheld ouster of 
Beckman as a Justice of the Peace 
in University City, and Beckman 
was no longer acting as a Justice. 

Beckman’s office was abolished 
by a 1939 Legislative act amend- 
ing the law governing election of 
Justices in St. Louis County. The 
Supreme Court overruled Beck- 
man’s contention that the amend- 
ment was unconstitutional, and 
that he was entitled to hold over 
in office until a successor was 
chosen and qualified.

RATES DEMANDED BY CIO 


Murray Tells Truman 


Increase Is Needed to 


Restore Prewar Price and Pay 
Relationship. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP). 
—The CIO called today for a 20 
per cent increase in prevailing 
basic wage rates “to restore pre- 
war relationships between wage 


rates, prices and productivity per 
man-hour.” 


The recommendation for a 20 
per cent increase on top of the 
15 per cent allowed under the 
Little Steel formula was present- 
ed to President Truman by CIO 
President Phillip Murray, 


Murray said the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations had asked 
the Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion for an immedi- 
ate increase of 17 cents an hour 
for steel and other industrial 
workers, 

“Cutbacks are under way, work- 
ers have been laid off, and the 
reconversion period has begun,” 
Murray's statement said. 

Unless labor receives an even 
larger share of what it produces 
than in 1940, when 10 million 
workers were jobless, he said, 
“even more workers will be un- 
employed.” 

The CIO said labor’s earlier ar- 
gument that wage rates must be 
increased to keep pace with living 
costs still holds good, and will ne- 
cessitate an upward adjustment of 
at least 10 per cent on the basis 
of the most conservative  esti- 
mates. 


However, the statement, made 
public after Murray called at the 
White House to discuss the pro- 
posal, added: 

“Such an adjustment would 
make no allowance for the in- 
crease in labor productivity, which 
in over four years may be esti- 
mated conservatively as 10 per 
cent or more. 

“Thus, a 20 per cent increase in 
basic wage rates is necessary 
simply to restore prewar relation- 
ships between wage rates, prices 
and productivity per man-hour.” 

Murray told White House re- 
porters that the immediate in- 
creases were necessary in view of 
an expected reduction from 48 
hours to a 40-hour work week 
generally, 

“Such a policy would not require 
any general upward price adjust- 
ments nor, with proper price con- 
trols, initiate any inflationary 
spiral,” he said. “In 1944 price 
levels were far enough above costs 
to yield 25 billion dollars of prof- 
its before taxes. Production for 
war purposes has passed its peak 
and production for civilian pur- 
poses will be on the _ increase. 
Thus, purchasing power is declin- 
ing aS more goods become avail- 
able for consumers.” 

The President told him, Murray 
said, that he has all the questions 
under consideration and will take 
them up with Vinson, but “he 
made no commitment.”

Barred; Quota 


tective Magazines 


Abuses Charged 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
The War Production Board has 
halted publication of 37 cémic and 
five detective magazines. Stored in 
warehouses, from where they will 
go into waste paper collections, 
are more than five million copies 
of 17 magazines “frozen” before 
they could be offered for sale. 
None is nationally known. 


Disclosing these actions today, 
WPB officials said they grew out 
of misuse of print paper quotas or 
the use of nonexistent quotas. 
Most of the paper involved was 
newsprint, its consumption by 
legitimate newspaper and maga- 
zine publishers curtailed 25 per 
cent or more by wartime restric- 
tions. 

Absolving established and widely 
known publishers, agency officials 
said the affected publications were 


issued by a few New York and 


Chicago firms, 


They added that results of a 
WPB campaign begun last Feb- 
ruary are noticeable in an abrupt 
drop in the number of comic and 
detective magazines on sale at 
news stands. A survey disclosed, 
they reported, that the number of 
comic book titles dropped from 175 
on March 1 to 146 on May 1, 
while the number of pages fell 
from a February total of 4711 to 
an April count of 2698. 

The WPB’s printing and pub- 
lishing division said it had been 
receiving complaints from the

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 
German General Staff already is 
seeking to shift the blame for the 
war to the Nazi party in a bid for 
Allied support that would camou- 
flage plans for World War III, 
Representative Jerry Voorhis 
(Dem.), California, warned in a 
floor speech yesterday. 

Unless stern preventive steps are 
taken, he asserted, the prewar 
German cartel system will be re- 


vived. Voorhis is the author of a 


pending joint resolution authoriz- | 


ing the United Nations to take 
any action deemed necessary to 
bar enemy nations from building 
up war potentials in neutral coun- 
tries through economic penetra- 
tion.

ists, he asserted, to prove that 


careful plans are 
way for another world war. State 
Department files, evidence gath- 
ered at congressional hearings and 
authentic news stories all show 
that “for the last two years at 
least the Germans have been busi- 
ly engaged in establishing enter- 
prises under their own direct con- 
trol in Spain, Sweden and other 
countries.” 

The magnitude of German eco- 
nomic penetration in _ neutral 
countries, he went on, is indicated 
by certain reports which reveal 
that German industry owns or 
controls about 500 subsidiaries and 
affiliates in four European coun- 
tries — Portugal, Spain, Sweden 
and Switzerland—and that this is 
in addition to vast amounts of 
securities, bank deposits, patent 
rights and other forms of assets. 
.Voorhis traced the development 
and staggering expansion of I. G. 
FParbenindustrie of Germany. At 
the present moment, he said, this 
cartel has three subsidiaries in 
Portugal, four in Sweden, six in 
Switzerland and 14 in Spain. “If 
the cartel structure is allowed to 
stand, Germany’s war potential 
will be rebuilt and her Junker 
General Staff—so far rather well 
treated and in many instances 
rather generously pictured by the 
American press-—-will be ready in 
another generation to make war 
on the world.”

Denies Fuehrer Chewed Rugs, But it ‘Was

BERCHTESGADEN, Germany, 
| May 22 (AP).—A 59-year-old man 
'who said he was Hitler’s personal 
physician since 1936 declared yes- 
terday that he gave the Fuehrer 
injections of glucose and caffeine 
regularly in order to sustain his 
energy during the last months 
they were together. 

He gave his name as Dr. Theo- 
dore Morrell. He was gravely ill 
in a hospital, suffering from a 
stroke he said was caused when 
Hitler berated him in a fit of 
anger on. April 21. 

This was his story: 

Morrell called on Hitler in his 
underground headquarters in the 
Reichschancellery in Berlin the 
morning of April 21 for his regu- 
‘lar 15-minute consultation, held 
(every other day. 
| “I heard officers outside the 
|Fuehrer’s door talking excitedly 
}and I knew something was in the 
|air,” Morrell said. “They said it 
was ridiculous for Hitler to re- 
‘main in Berlin and that they must 
force him to go to Berchtesgaden. 

“Dr. Strohfeger of the S. S. told 
‘me I had known the Fuehrer for 
a long time, and he suggested I 
give hin? an injection of glucose 
or something stronger as a stimu- 
lant. He was physically worn 
out.”

Morrell declared he was not an 
eye-witness to the bombing at- 
tempt on Hitler’s life, but was 
one of the first to reach his side.

T every single airport we visited from Orly in Paris on east- 
At the hangars surrounding them would always be a mass 


of ruins and they would be 
recently filled bomb craters, 


The Krupp Iron Works were so 
vast that we were able to inspect 
on foot and to drive through only 
a small part of them. We first 
drove into a courtyard and were 
confronted on three sides by a 
tremendous stone building, hard 
hit but still standing. This proved 
to be the administration building. 
I wondered then, and still wonder, 
why it was not completely de- 
molished as was all the rest of 
the plant. 


Only 12 Bombings. 

As a result of the treatment ad- 
ministered by the R. A. F. and our 
bombers, the Krupp plant was a 
mere mass of shattered masonry, 
twisted girders—mile after mile of 
broken and twisted pipes and 
wires, in a word, complete, utter, 
absolute, irreparable ruin — and 
this was the result, we were told, 
of 12—only 12—bombings. 

In this courtyard, the army sum- 
moned a husky, serious-mannered, 
English-speaking production man- 
acer, wearing a new and shiny 
black leather jacket and carrying 
a briefcase. We began pounding 
him with questions, and, at the 
risk of a libel suit, I am prepared 
to say that he was without doubt 
the most cheerful liar I have ever 
met. 

He did not know, for example, 
what he paid his slave labor and 
he insisted that the Krupps had 
very little to’ do with the Nazis 
and that they had been not at all 
interested in making steel for pur- 
poses of war. He complained that 
things finally got so bad that he 
had to move his slave labor camp 
out to the country, which, he said, 
“was bad.” 

I understood him to mean by 
this that this caused him consid- 
erable inconvenience and loss of 
efficiency. There is no doubt about 
it, this Krupp plant is through.

Oil Plant Blasted. 


E visited a nearby synthetic 
W oil plant and here again was 

an indescribable ruin. I was 
egstonished, however, to hear its 
manager say that the Allied 
Military Government had ordered 
them to resume production and 
that they expected to be in pro- 
duction on a very small scale in 
not more than three months, 4&s- 
suming the American Government 
came through with the necessary 
materials. It may surprise readers 
as it surprised us to learn that we 
are already contemplating the re- 
construction of a synthetic oil 
plant in Germany. The other side 
of the picture, however, is that this 
will mean more gasoline for us in 
the Pacific and possibly a little 
more for us here at home. 

This German engineer was an 
interesting fellow. He was small, 
pale, thin, with tousled black hair, 
wearing thick spectacles. He 
ispoke good English. We asked if 
he was a member of the Nazi 
Party. He made the somewhat 
surprising reply, “I am a member 
of the Nazi Party, but Iam nota 
Nazi.” “How come?” we asked. 
He explained that he had to be a 
member of the Nazi Party to hold 
his particular job. 

I believed that man and I think 
he was one of the very few Ger- 
man civilians who told us the 
truth. I am somewhat ashamed 
to have to admit it, but I must 
confess that before we got 
through talking to him, I felt a 
certain sympathy for him. 


He explained the R. A. F.’s peri- | 
odical bombings. They would bomb | 
the place one day and the Ger-| 
mans would go to work and re-| 


pair the damage. When they had 
it thoroughly repaired and were 
-about to resume production, the 
R. A. F. would return and knock 
them out again. On one occasion 
they landed a bomb while some 
sort of a directors’ meeting or a 
staff meeting was going on. That 
hurt, he admitted. In another 
month the R. A. F. would return 
again. It was this very type of 
air war which unquestionably 
knocked the German army. out of 
oil and gasoline and contributed 
so tremendously toward the ear- 
lier winning of the war. 

As we were talking to this man, 
an air officer 
plained that these bombings were 
the result of aerial reconnaissance 
photographs. It seems that when 
a synthetic plant is making tests

tion there are certain telltale jets 
of steam which come out of pipes 
and chimneys here and 
The photographs, even when taken

If St. Louis Were Cologne. 
T HE destruction we saw of the

a height of not more than 400 or 
500 feet, and on a.clear day, it 
did something to me. It seems 
trite to say that is was terrible 
and awe-inspiring. 

Seemingly, the field of a still 
or motion picture camera lens is 
too limited to show convincingly 
what a vast destroyed area looks 
like. It is something like this. Let 
us suppose that St. Louis has been 
bombed not more recently than 
two or three months ee Let us 
suppose further that We are driv- 
ing out Olive street from Broad- 
way, out to Kingshighway. The 
rubble which had filled the street 
would have been cleared to a 
height of one and, more often, 
two stories. The street would be 
quite normal in appearance, com- 
pletely free of rubble and kept 
very clean. There might even be 
a very few street cars running, but 
more than likely not. 

As we would look north and 
south, everything would be gone. 
There would not be a recognizable 
trace of the Railway Exchange 
Building, nor of the Paul Brown 
Building, nor of the Post-Dispatch 
Building nor, as I believe, of the 
Bell Telephone or Missouri Pa- 
cific buildings. Here I may be 
exaggerating. The German cities 
boasted of no such stréngly-built 
skyscrapers. 

Looking across the Plaza, the 
City Hall and the Municipal 
Courts Building would be flattened 
out and as far as the eye could 
see, north or south, there would 
be nothing standing but an occa- 
sional front wall with its roof and 
side walls gone. Strangely enough, 
as was the case in Cologne, the 
green trees of the Plaza and of 
Lindel] boulevard would still be 
there in full leaf, in striking con- 
trast to the desolation surrounding 
them.

Occasional Freaks. 

Occasionally there would be a 
freak. Possibly for some inexpli- 
cable reason the statues of the 
Milles Fountain would still be 
there, completely untouched, while 
across the street all that would be 
left of Union Station would be 
part of its stone walls and per- 
haps the steel girders of the mid- 
way and the train shed. 

A curious fact about these 
bombings is that, although a 
bomb may kill 700 as one did in 
an Antwerp theater, the figures 
show that fewer than two persons 
were killed per missile. This fig- 
ure, I was told, was the same in 
London. 

A’ curious fact *about’ the 
V-bomb is that the damage it 
does is caused, not by fragments 
of the bomb itself, and not so 
much by the direct hit, but to a 
far greater extent by air inside 
of buildings rushing outward to 
fill the vacuum caused by the ex- 
plosion. We saw many bulging 
walls to prove this and they al- 
ways bulged toward the point 
where the V-bomb had exploded. 
The common saying in both Ant- 
werp and London was, “If you 
hear a V-bomb, you are safe. If 
you don’t hear it, you are in the 
next world.” 

It seems ungracious to say, 
when we recall the magnificent 
showing of the men, women and 
children of England during the 
‘blitz and during the recent 
| V-bombings, that London in com- 
| parison with Munich, Cologne and 
Antwerp appeared to be only 
slightly damaged. In my brief 
stay in London, I saw areas where 
as much as two or three blocks 
had been destroyed but they could 
not be compared with the appear- 
-ance of Cologne. 

While we were driving through 
'London and looking for bomb 
|'damage, our driver pointed to a 
destroyed block and remarked, 
| “Here they did make one particu- 
larly good shot.” The English are 
| funny that way.

S you pass Grand avenue, if

saw the cathedral at Rouen still 
standing, I gave our Allied air 
forces the credit for it. Later I 
learned the city was on fire and 
that to spare the cathedral the 
Germans had dynamited a consid- 
erable area around it. Did they do 
this out of respect for the church? 
I most certainly don’t believe it! 
It was doubtless their idea of effi- 
cient and calculated psychological 
warfare. 

As we continue our trip north 
or south on Kingshighway for 
block after block and for mile 
after mile the picture would be the 
same. Yes, there would be few 
people on the streets but they 
would be living like rats in their 
basements; more than likely the 
water, if any, would be contami- 
nated; there would be very little 


or no gas or electricity.

I interviewed the three generals 
separately. They had been cap- 
tured only a few days before but, 
in contrast to the simple olive 
drab, undecorated clothes of the 
American officers, their impres- 
sive uniforms reminded me of 
carnival costumes, They had not 
given up all of this war paint even 
in battle. 

All three generals were 56 years 
old, all loaded with stars, and all 
very’ pompous. Gen. Herrlein is 
tall and has long, pale features. 
As his overcoat opened at the 
neck, I could see his large red 
lapels, Gen, Oberheusser is small, 
has a round moon-shaped face 
and little restless black eyes. His 
Hitler mustache is white. What 
is left of his white hair is parted 
in the middle and is slick with 
oil. Gen. Gallenkamp has a nobler 
but secretive face. He has such 
an agreeable voice that it took me 
10 minutes to be sure that he, 
like the others, was lying. 


All “Innocent.” 

I quote here Gen. Gallenkamp’s 
answers for the most part, as he 
was more communicative. My 
point was to contrast the old Prus- 
sian generals with those three. I 
asked: “How could you spoil the 
fame of your fathers by joining a 
criminal? How could you take an 
oath to follow an adventurer? 
Why did you not murder him?” 

The answers were typical. 
Every general was innocent, did 
not know anything and had had 
the best intentions. 

“Did you not feel,” I asked, 
“that Hitler offended your honor 
by shooting your comrade, Gen. 
von Schleicher in 19347” 

“We went to Hindenburg to 
complain,” said the general, “and 
we received a written declaration 
in honor of the murdered general, 
and also received a declaration for 
Gen. von Fritsch, who had been 
dishonorably discharged.” 

“But a few weeks later,” I said, 
“you took an oath to the mur- 
derer, Hitler.” 

“We believed,” said the gen- 
eral, “that we had to follow the 
wishes of the late Field Marshal, 
who had selected Hitler. We be- 
lieved Hitler would govern our be- 
loved Fatherland peacefully.” 

All of these pompous words were 
spoken to me alone in a small 
room, yet they had the tone of the 
theater and gave me the impres- 
sion of an old operetta. 

I asked Gen. Herrlein, . “What 
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the next war, 


did you, as a general, feel when 
you saw a former private acting 
as a field marshal?” 

“T saw him only twice,” said 
the general, “I even dared to tell 
him that, on a certain date in 
Russia, we had too little ammuni- 
tiom You should have seen the 
eyes of the other generals when 
I spoke so freely to the Fuehrer.” 


“Did you fear him?” I asked. 


“He did not know war,” said 
the general, “but he knew many 
details. For example, I told him 
|of a certain new invention we had 
|tried but the cannon had exploded, 
‘and he told me that there was 
still one more cannon in that par- 
ticular town which could be used. 
I became the enemy of the Fuehr- 
er only when he made such a 
sausage as Halder chief of the 
general staff, and then replaced 
him with Zeitzler, a little Pe- 
kingese.” 

After this zoological commen- 
tary, the general began an attack 
on the Fuehrer.

The Eternal War-Makers 


The Greater German General Staff and 
all similar organizations shall be dissolved 
and may not be reconstituted in any form.— 
Versailles Treaty, Article 160, June 28, 1919. 


We are determined to ... break up for 
all time the German General Staff that has 
repeatedly contrived the resurgence of Ger- 
man militarism.—Yalta Pact, Feb. 12, 1945. 


Each of the foregoing quotations, taken alone, 
‘represents high determination to root out a 
malignant cause of German war-making. Taken 
together, they tell the story of a colossal failure, 
and of a new opportunity, won at the cost of un- 
told lives, to right that past error. 

The men who wrote the Versailles Treaty 
knew that world peace would be in constant peril 


. if the German General Staff continued to exist. 


They knew its long and bloody history of plotting 
and making war since the déys of Frederick the 
Great, whose realm was thus described by Mira- 
beau: “Prussia is not a state; it is an armed 
camp.” They knew of the other wars it had 
made: against Denmark in 1864, Austria in 1866, 
France in 1870, then the cataclysm of 1914-18. 

Why, after the decision at Versailles, was this 
clique of chronic war-makers permitted to sur- 
vive and plot another conflict, so that its elimina- 
tion is again a major war aim? 

The story is one of treachery on the one side, 
slackness on the other. It is a story which our 
generation, determined to achieve a peaceful 
world after enduring two orgies of Junker-made 
slaughter, will overlook at its peril. 

Yes, the Germans agreed to disband their 
General Staff after World War I, also tégive up 
their arms, reduce their armed forces and build 
no more weapons. Every pledge was violated, 
almost from the day of the armistice. 

As the first stage, the demobilization was 
voluntary. The men who left their barracks 
were the war-weary; those who remained were 
the bitter-enders, so a nucleus for a new start 
toward war was automatically provided. 

Arms were surrendered, but many were hid- 
den, and the Allied Control Commission found 
few. It soon wearied of the task, so creation 
of new armaments, more or less secretly, was 
simple. The Republic, professing peaceful aims, 
made no move to eliminate the curse of militar- 
ism, and actually encouraged it by generous 
pensions to officers. 

The General Staff got possession of the Army 
rolls and other records in November, 1918, and 
hid them away. It gave up its headquarters, 
but simply moved the contents to another build- 
ing, complete with General Staff plans, maps 
and archives, under a new name, General Troops 
Office. There the same monocled gentry who 
had plotted the First World War began studying 
their mistakes, and planning to correct them. 
They didn’t need tanks and planes then; they 
had the archives, which were of greater long- 
term importance. 

German industrialists and bankers were glad 
to finance the lightly camouflaged General Staff. 
Meanwhile, the “Black Reichswehr”’ and assorted 
guerrilla fighters were active, drilling or taking 
part in Europe’s border wars. Allied control 
officers were bored, and the theory prevailed 
that a rearmed Germany was a safeguard against 
Russia. So, on Nov. 15, 1935, when Hitler 
ordered the march into the Rhineland, the period 
of hiding was over and the General Staff came 
into the open. The rest is bloody history. 

The militarists failed under the banners of 
Wilhelm and of Hitler, but their nominal leader- 
ship is immaterial. They are the eternal war- 
makers, patient, ruthless, awaiting only their 
opportunity for a third try at world domination. 

History makes a devastating case for exter- 
minating these birds of prey, for the protection 
of future peace. But, some skeptics say, they are 
merely soldiers; they fight like our own Gen- 
erals; they know nothing of the horror camps 
and other atrocities. Don’t they? Note this 
extract from an address by Field Marshal Von 
Rundstedt before the War Academy in Berlin: 

The destruction of neighboring people and 

their riches is indispensable to our victory. 
One of the great mistakes of 1918 was to 
spare the civil life of the enemy countries, 
for it is necessary for us Germans to be 
always at least double the number of the 
peoples of contiguous countries. We are 
therefore obliged to destroy at least a third 
of their inhabitants. The only mea is 
organized underfeeding, which in this case 
is better than machine guns. 

This statement, quoted by Curt Riess in his 
book, “The Nazis Go Underground,” is the ex- 
act principle on which the murder camps were 
run. No matter if Hitler and Himmler gave the 
orders and the SS ran the places—the Generals 
must bear responsibility, too. 

The sordid record is a sharp warning for the 
Allied world to avoid the mistakes made after 
1918. And that is why we say: Better a bullet 
for a German staff officer now than for our 
children and grandchildren in 25 years.

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The Quarrel Over Fiume 


Such controversies as that now raging over 
Yugoslay claims to Northeast Italy and Southern 
Austria are to be expected as an aftermath of 
the war in Europe. Territorial feuds have plagued 
the Continent for centuries. Fiume, center of 
the current outbreak, was a trouble spot in 
1919, along with Eastern Galicia, Upper Silesia, 
Teschen, the Tyrol, the Saar, etc., etc. All of 
them still have dangerous potentialities. 

The only means to prevent this unhappy type 
of history from repeating is a strong world or- 
ganization, capable of enforcing its own decisions 
and those of the treaty-makers. No such or- 
ganization exists as yet; there is not even an in- 
terim council for handling these troubles. So the 
Yugoslav claim is pressed by Tito’s act of send- 
ing in troops, and it is resisted by Alexander’s 
attempt to scold them into withdrawal. 

Of course, in the orderly world that is our 
goal, territorial claims will be settled by judicial 
means, not by military occupation. Tito disavows 
any intention to do more than demonstrate his 
country’s claims. His army’s presence, he says, 
will not “prejudge the decisions of the peace 
conference.” Yet the brawl is a sign that inter- 
Allied unity is not all that it should be. Par- 
ticularly disturbing is Alexander’s bitter lan- 
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guage fikening Tito’s feion to those of Hitler, 
Mussolini and Japan. For a people lately lib- 
erated, for Partisans whose hatred of the Axis is 
intense, those are almost fighting words. 

The episode, ominous though it appears, need 
not jeopardize peace if tempers on both sides 
are kept in rein. It proves the need for speedily 
setting up the world organization designed to 
prevent such quarrels from starting new wars.

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A Bargain at 40 Cents 


Tomorrow the Missouri House of Representa- 
tives Labor Committee opens hearings on a 40- 
cent minimum wage. If ever a measure deserved 
sympathetic consideration, this is it. Society 
owes every full-time worker at least his main- 
tenance, and certainly $16 a week would not be 
pampering anyone, 

Will it raise costs and require increased prices 
in hotels, restaurants, laundries and stores, which 
will be mainly affected? That has not been 
the experience in other states or under the Fed- 
eral statute, which covers the vast majority of 
industrial workers in Missouri and elsewhere. 

Rather, the increase to 40 cents attracts and 
keeps better workers, who turn out a better day’s 
work. It reduces the notoriously costly turn- 
over in the lowest-wage industries. It creates 
an incentive to install cost-reducing machines 
and methods, which become possible when turn- 
over is reduced. Labor bought too cheap, like 
anything else, is rarely a good bargain. 

Certainly, substandard wages are no bargain 
to the community. The 67,000 Missourians now 
below the 40-cent mark—many of them as low 
as 15, 20, 25 cents—are a drag on and menace 
to society. They are not good prospects for the 
produce of Missouri farmers or for the 10-cent 
stores. They are not good prospects for responsi- 
ble citizenship. They are candidates for tubercu- 
losis; many of their children are grist for the 
juvenile courts. 

Some fear that exemptions for the smallest es- 
tablishments will work hardships on those just 
above the mark. They forget, perhaps, that sim- 
ilar exemptions are accepted for workmen’s com- 
pensation and in other matters without adverse 
effect. If 40 cents becomes the minimum for 
the larger establishments, the smaller will either 
raise voluntarily or get only the poorest workers. 
The bill ought to be broader, but it is at least 
a start. 

Who cares to appear in defense of wages be- 
low 40 cents? Rather understandably, the op- 
ponents avoided showing themselves in the pre- 
vious Senate hearings. They got the bill mur- 
dered without having to appear. At the least, 
let that chapter of legislative shame not be re- 
peated. We hope the House committee will go 
further and report the bill favorably. 
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Layer- Citi General Manager 

Since Representative Ramspeck is an expert 
on civil service and Government procedure, it 
seems out of character that he should sponsor 
the plan to impose a “general office manager” 
on the executive agencies. It is like putting a 
new top layer on a poor cake in the notion that 
the whole will somehow become more palatable. 

The Budget Bureau is under orders to destroy 
unnecessary red tape. It has done, and is doing, 
a good job. The Civil Service Commission has 
similar functions in personnel, though much less 
can be said for its achievements. Its trouble is 
partly legislative inconsistency, such as the slav- 
ish assignment of quotas to the states and the 
admixture of veterans’ preferences. Partly it 
comes from its staff’s own love of red tape. 

It would indeed be helpful if a presidential 
first assistant were assigned to keeping up with 
civil service and procedural reform. Improve- 
ment in administration and the law itself could 
come out of that undertaking. But that is 
changing the cake itself, not adding a new layer.

Elections at Last in England 

Refusal of the Labor members of the British 
Cabinet to accept the Churchill suggestion that 
they remain in the coalition Government until 
Japan’s defeat speaks well for their realism and 
foresight, as well as that of their party, whose 
recent convention unanimously backed their 
course. Parliament has not freshened its retain- 
er since the general election of November, 1935. 
Regardless of what one thinks of Mr. Churchill’s 
remaining in office now that the war in Europe 
has come to an end, the fact remains that the 


‘people should have the chance to express their 


opinion at the polls. 

The coalition leaders have hitherto sought to 
justify their tenure by the claim that in time 
of crisis and war, political campaigning would 
disturb policy. However, since our own country 
entered the war, its people have voted in two na- 
tional elections. These elections did not prevent 
us from maintaining continuity of authority in 
our national Government, or from fighting a vic- 
torious war. 

British political preferences would not need 
to have changed greatly in the last decade to 
install a new tenant at No. 10 Downing street. 
The essence of democracy is the right to choose, 
and Britons should have the chance to vote their 
views. 


Leahy Should Not Testify 


Adm. Leahy will be asked to testify for Mar- 
shal Petain at his coming treason trial, Petain’s 
counsel announced yesterday. Our Government 
should not consider for a moment permitting 
Leahy to be a witness, should he feel obligated 
to do so because of his past assogiation with 
Petain as American Ambassador to Vichy. Leahy, 
as Chief of Staff to the President, is one of our 
highest officials. If he appears for the defense 
in the treason trial, it would mean precipitating 
the United States, in the popular French view 
if not actually, into an explosive situation. 

The Petain trial may split France from end 
to end with political feuding that could lead to 
violence. If a high United States official is 
identified with the cause of a man accused of 
betraying France, our prestige in that country 
will suffer disastrously. Why jeopardize rela- 
tions between the two republics simply because 
Petain missed his guess on who would win the 
war, and now needs all the help he can get to 
save himself from the fury of a liberated France?

CED's acceptance in principle of international currency stabiliza- 
tion fund proposal should help stimulate Congress to action, paper 
says; despite bankers’ committee opposition to fund, most Ameri- 
can economists favor the agreement unchanged, editorial declares.

The Bretton Woods financial agreements 
have withstood criticism better than might 
have been expected. 


The preparations for the Bretton Woods 
Conference last summer were most care- 
fully made. Delegates from over 40 na- 
tions assembled and threshed out the in- 
ternational currency problem from every 
point of view. Our own delegation includ- 
ed both Republicans and Democrats repre- 
senting the Senate and House. 


After weeks of discussion and adjustment 
of contrary views, the nations at Bretton 
Woods compromised their differences and 
signed up. 

To reject or much modify’ the Bretton 
Woods agreement by structural amend- 
ments might imperil the whole undertaking, 
inasmuch as the changes would now have 
to be submitted to the other nations, 40 or 
more, for their acquiescence, 


Economists Back Agreements 


A committee of the American Bankers’ 
Association hag approved the proposed in- 
ternational bank with a capital of $9,- 
100,000,000 to make loans for economic re- 
construction, but has condemned as unnec- 
essary the proposed international monetary 
fund of $3,800,000,000, designed especially to 
stabilize national currencies in relation to 
each other in world commerce, 


On the merits of this highly technical is- 
sue, an impressive body of opinion among 
professional economists and qualified fi- 
nanciers is at variance with the opinion of 
the bankers’ committee. Sixteen out of 18 
ex-presidents of the American Economic As- 
sociation have indorsed Bretton Woods. 

Of 250 American economists of recognized 
standing who answered a questionnaire, 224 
have taken the same position in a state- 
ment which asserts: “It is very doubtful 
whether another agreement could be 
reached,” 


The highly reputable Committee on Eco- 


nomic Development, including both bankers 
and business men, has taken middle ground 
in its recent proposal to Congress. 


It would not abolish the international 
fund, preserving it for ordinary operations 
in currency stabilization. But it would per- 
mit the international bank also to make 
long-term currency stabilization loans, leav- 
ing the fund for currency transactions to 
oo temporary shortages and emergen- 
cies. 


This proposal of the Committee on Eco- 
nomic Development accepts the currency 
stabilization fund in principle, certainly, 


| while allowing the bank greater scope in 


its credit transactions. 


Congress Should Act 


The weight of expert American opinion 
obviously favors the Bretton Woods agree- 
ments unchanged, now that the bankers’ 
committee has failed to command the un- 
qualified support of the CED. 


On this basis alone Congress may well 
approve the Bretton Woods bills as now 
drafted. In view of the opposition expressed 
in certain circles in Britain, which dislike 
the concession to the gold standard em- 
bodied in the agreements, Congress can 
hardly afford not to. 


The disfavor for flexible managed cur- 
rencies felt by monetary conservatives in 
this country explains much of the Ameri- 
can criticism of the Bretton Woodg pro- 
posals. Yet at Bretton Woods the British 
and other foreign delegations, which now 
favor managed currencies, agreed to recog- 
nize gold as a standard and to define their 
currencies in terms of it. 

That was important to the United States, 
which has a stock of gold valued at 22 bil- 
lion dollars. The Bretton Woods plan, con- 
sequently, has a gold basis, even if it does 
not revive the old automatic gold standard 
with its rigid currency valuations in terms 
of gold. 


Water Alone Doesn’t Reclaim Arid Land

An exploration of the Missouri Valley by 
Rufus Terral, staff writer for the St, Louis 
Post-Dispatch, has brought to light a con- 
dition in the irrigation-farmiing country of 
the Northwest which completely answers 
the argument that the Missouri basin is so 
vast and contrastingly diversified that its 
problems are too complex for a single 
agency like TVA. His report on this one 
phase of development proves the contrary. 

Thousands of acres of waterlogged land 
have been abandoned, the soil of other 
thousands has been ruimed by an alkaline 
solution. Projects on high ground have 
swamped lower projects with seepage. Wa- 
ter is wasted and often ignorantly used in 
a way to cause damage. The capacity of 
reservoirs to meet the needs of surveyed 
projects in some instances was over-esti- 
mated, in some silt has cut the capacity. 

The Reclamation Bureau isn’t given all 
the blame. Its function has been to make 
water available; but Clifford H. Stone, 
chairman of Colorado’s Water Conserva- 
tion Board, says artificial irrigation is 
highly technical. It requires drainage, wa- 
ter analysis, a thorough study of water 


> 


supply and knowledge about the use of 
water; and there still remains much to be 
learned about irrigation and cultivation in 
that section. 

Aside from their limited individual pro- 
grams and piecework appropriations which 
frustrate long-range planning, the inade- 
quacy of independent authorities operating 
from faraway Washington is that one deals 
with irrigation, one with land use, one with 
forestry, another with flood control and 
navigation—none primarily concerned about 
the welfare of any one valley, the co-ordi- 
nating principle of TVA. 

The whole policy of such a resident au- 
thority is directed to developing the re- 
sources of a region for the economic and 
social benefit of the inhabitants. To that 
end, it co-operates with, activates and co- 
ordinates the functions of, every state and 
local educational, scientific, welfare and 
commercial agency. 

Chairman Lilienthal has said more than 
once that what works in the Tennessee Val- 
ley may not work everywhere in the Mis- 
souri Valley; but the policy is flexible 
enough to accomplish its purpose anywhere. 


Theme of Norris Autobiography 
Is Concern for People’s Welfare 


“Fighting Liberal: The Autobiography of George W. 

Norris.”” (Macmillan Co., New York.) 

As jn life, former Senator Norris did not 
dramatize himself in his autobiography. In 
fact, he was against writing it at all, though 
friends had been urging for years that he 
do so. Only after retirement to his home 
at McCook, Neb., did he give in to the in- 
sistence of James E. Lawrence, editor of 
the Lincoln Star, and even then the task 
might never have been completed without 
Mr. Lawrence’s devoted help. Dictation 
was completed only eight weeks before Mr. 
Norris’ death, last September. 

The book is inspiring for what it tells, 
not for how it is told. The Norris style is 
reserved, dry, at times stilted. Perhaps it 
was modesty that inhibited the writer's 
phrasing of his life story. But the facts of 
the many battles for progress during his 
40 years in Congress are there, and occa- 
sional moments of eloquence lift the chron- 
icle from its low-keyed tone, 

+ om > 

There is frankness throughout, particular- 
ly in the account of how Norris evolved 
from a bitterly partisan.Republican to the 
country’s outstanding independent. The 
cause was, basically, his dismay as a con- 
gressional neophyte on discovering that Re- 
publicang were guilty of sordid dealings he 
had supposed were practiced only by Demo- 
crats. Machine control wherever it exist- 
ed became repugnant to him, and his dis 
regard for party lines took him far off the 
G. O. P. reservation. 

Another basic Norris quality was a warm 
and unflagging concern for the welfare of 
the plain people. This was the guiding prin- 
ciple of every fight he undertook, whether 
to end abuses, provide material benefits or 
to push “the unceasing effort to make dem- 
ocratic government really and truly respon- 
sive to popular will.” 

Accordingly, he led the battle to end the 
dictatorial power of Speaker Cannon. De- 
termined to preserve the use of natural 
resources for the people, he fought the pow- 
er interests and won creation of TVA. He 
was moved by the plight of miners bound 
by yellow-dog contracts, and brought about 
the Anti-Injunction Act. He knew farm 
drudgery by experience, and sponsored a 
permanent REA, To make government 
more democratic, he labored 10 years to 
achieve adoption of the lame-duck amend- 
ment. The same principle guided him in 
fighting Teapot Dome corruption, the poll 
tax, patronage, the electoral college and in 
launching Nebraska’s unicameral Legisla- 
ture. His greatest devotion was to unified 
river control, for the benefit of the people. 


Norris lost many battles, and setbacks in 
others often left him depressed. He la- 
bored diligently, studied each problem ex- 
haustively, relied on an arsenal of facts 
rather than of oratory in each undertaking. 

Always he took a long-range view of pub- 
lic needs, and an episode early in the book 
may explain why. His widowed mother, to 
whom Norris was devoted and who influ- 
enced him greatly, called the boy one day 
to help her plant a tree on their Ohio farm. 
He asked why she worked so hard; didn't 
they already have plenty of fruit trees? “I 
may never see this tree in bearing,” she 
answered, “but somebody will.” 

George Norris in his 83 years planted 
broadly and well. His country for genera- 
tions to come will benefit from the fruits 
of his labors. FERD GOTTLIEB.

The impression is 
quite mistaken, and until it is cor- 
rected, we cannot be the champi- 
ons of the Atlantic Charter with- 
out violating the Golden Rule. 

The Western pre-war strategic 
frontier of the United States was 
on a line which ran from Alaska 
to Midway and Pear] Harbor and 
then to the Panama Canal Zone. 

Beyond this frontier lay Wake, 
Guam and the Philippines, which 
were known to be, and soon proved 
to be, indefensible because Japan 
was in possession of the islands 
taken from Germany in 1919 and 
mandated to Japan by the League 
of Nations, namely the Marshalls, 
the Carolines, and the Marianas, 
and also of the Bonin and Volcano 
islands (which include Iwo Jima) 
and of the Ryukyus (which in- 
clude Okinawa). 


We have conquered these islands 
in this war and we shall wish to 
retain them effectively and in per- 
petuity as the new Western fron- 
tier of the United States. 


A Conflict With Charter. 


Under the Atlantic Charter, we 
are pledged to “seek no aggran- 
dizement, territorial or otherwise,” 
and we cannot, of course, stoop to 
the sophistry of arguing that to 
possess these islands is not “ag- 
grandizement” because they have 
only a total land area of some 900 
square miles, are an economic lia- 
bility rather than an asset and are 
inhabited by people who are so 
primitive that they could not un- 
der the second article of the At- 
lantic Charter have “freely ex- 
pressed wishes” about “territorial 
changes.” 

It would not be honest to deny 
that our vital interests are in con- 
flict with the plain words of the 
Atlantic Charter. The principle 
of trusteeship which was agreed 
to at Yalta is an attempt to recon- 
cile this conflict. 


If we annex outright, we shall 
formally violate the Atlantic Char- 
ter. If we do not obtain effective 
possession, we shall not have a 
strategically secure frontier. 

The trusteeship would leave 
the formal title with the United 
Nations, but to exercise effective 


-erton or Norfolk. Whether in fact 
they become that depends upon 
the terms of the deed of trust 
to be negotiated, not at San Fran- 
cisco, but in the Peace settlement. 


Claims by Allies, Too. 


If our strategic occupation is 
as effective as it is in the Panama 
Canal Zone, where the sovereignty 
is not ours but Panama’s, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will, no doubt, be 
satisfied. If possession is’ hedged 
about with restrictions like those 
which the disarmament treaty of 
1922 imposed upon us at Guam 
and Corregidor, the Army and 
Navy will surely object, and will 
carry their case to the President, 
the Congress and the people. 


There is no disguising the fact 
that the trusteeship solution 
so applied conforms to the Atlan- 
tic Charter, it does so only by a 
very loose construction. So we can- 
not with a good conscience refuse 
to give to our allies some of the 
benefit of some of the doubt when 
they too make claims vitally im- 
portant to their security. 


Thus Australia will, as Mr. 
Evatt, her Minister of State for 
External Affairs, has put it, “nat- 
urally regard the arc of islands 
lying to the north and northeast 
of our continent” as “of crucial 
importance.” 


Must Apply Golden Rule. 


France has a similar preoccu- 
pation with the River Rhine and 
the Rhineland and the Ruhr, 
Britain with the Low Countries, 
the Channel coast and the secur- 
ity of the Mediterranean; the So- 
viet Union, as we know, with the 
‘borderland with Germany, and 
with access to the sea through 
the Baltic, the Black Sea and the 
Persian Gulf. 3 


There is an old saying that all 
legitimate interests are in har- 
mony, and the task of each of the 
great powers is to demonstrate 
that its interests are so legitimate 
‘that they can be harmonized with 
|the interests of others. This is not 
at all impossible. But that it will

than Stalin himself. They have

Now, naturally, these subordi- 
nates do not come to Marshal 
Stalin with open criticism; but 
they do chip away at the end re- 
sult. Under this pressure, Stalin 
tends to move away from the 
original commitment. ;

Those who have read 
the minutes of the Yalta discus- 
sions say that there was never 
any intention to give the Warsaw 
Poles the veto power on 
should come in to “broaden” the 
Polish Government.

Need Pre-Parley Agreement. 


In order to try to avoid such 
backbiting after the next confer- 
ence, it was decided during Eden's 
brief stop here to attempt to get 
a fairly clear understanding be- 
forehand on certain major issues. 
The hope is that Stalin and his 
chief advisers can thresh them 
out in advance of the meeting, 
rather than wait for a post-mor- 
tem which might again alter 
seemingly firm agreements.

the three powers. One is war 
criminals and what is to be done 
about them. 

Russian suspicions on this score 
are deep-seated. At the Teheran 
Conference, Stalin proposed a 
toast to the destruction of 50,000 
German staff officers as a way 
of forever breaking German mili- 
tary might. Churchill refused to 
join in the toast. Jokingly, Roose- 
velt said that perhaps they could 
make it 49,000 and agree, and the 
incident passed over. 


But trivial as this was, it 
served to deepen Kremlin sus- 
picions of British intentions with 
respect not merely to the obvious 
Nazi criminals, but to the top 
planners of .world conquest who 
used Hitler as their tool. The Rus- 
sians have never participated in 
the War Crimes Commission. 


to London was to work out a 
specific policy on war criminals, 
‘in co-operation with the Soviet 
Union, if that is possible. It is an 
extremely tough question, and the 
confidential telegrams are now 
flying back and forth between 
Moscow, London and Washington. 


‘The Problem of Austria. 


The second issue is Austria. The 
Western Allies have not been per- 
mitted to send diplomatic missions 
into Vienna. The Soviets have 
set up a provisional Austrian Gov- 
ernment without consulting either 
London or Washington. While it 
is a moderate government, with 
Communist members in the mi- 
nority, nevertheless the action ig- 
nored even the conventional forms 
of co-operation. 

It is true, of course, that when 
the British were setting up a pro- 
visional government in Greece, 
the Russians did not interfere in 
any way. There was no indica- 
tion that they even knew what 
was going on. The Soviet repre- 
sentative on the Italian Armistice 
| Commission took only a passive 
|part in the negotiations that led 


up to formation of a provisional |s 


| government for Southern Italy. 


| But Russia was, represented in It- 
‘aly, and the Western Allies would 
‘like at least reciprocal courtesy 
in Austria. 

Questions with so many impli- 
cations cannot be settled over- 
night. That is why the next meet- 
ing of the Big Three may not 
come until midsummer, The hope 
is, however, that the next confer- 
ence will take place against a 
broad background of understand- 
ing and that therefore the agree- 
ments finally reached will] be 
more lasting.

$5000 MORE. SOUGHT 
FOR COURT OF HONOR 


Additional Funds Needed ‘to 
See Project Through,’ 
Chairman Says. 


A campaign to obtain an addi- 
tional $5000 to complete the Court 
of Honor on Memorial Plaza in 
memory of those who gave their 
lives in the Second World War, 
will be conducted by the World 
War II Memorial Committee, Peter 
S. Miravalle, committee chairman, 
announced yesterday after a meet- 
ing of the group. 

Miravalle said the additional 
funds were needed, “to see the 
project through.” The comimttee 
has obtained by voluntary sub 
scription $30,915 and the city has 
contributed $27,000. He said the 
cornerstone would be laid with ap- 
propriate ceremonies July 4. 

The comimttee decided al] St. 
Louisans who were killed or died 
in service after Sept. 8, 1940, when 
the national emergency was de- 
clared, will be listed on the roll 
of war dead in the Court of Honor 
with the name of President Roose- 
velt heading the list under an in- 
scription of his own words: “The 
essence of our struggle is that 
men shall be free.” 

Names of St. Louis war dead 
will be obtained by a house-to- 
house canvass of the city when it 
becomes apparent the war against 
Japan is near an end, Miravalle 
said. They will be inscribed tem- 
porarily on metal plates and later 
will be carved in stone. The com- 
mittee also accepted an offer of 
the American Legion auxiliary to 
donate a $400 fountain to the 
Court of Honor. 

Miravalle, acknowledging that 
the committee is aware of “an 
undercurrent of criticism” about 
the $63,000 World We II Court of 
Honor as compared to the million- 
dollar World War I Soldiers’ Me- 
morial, declared the Court of Hon- 
or is to “glorify the city’s war 
dead” and that the committee is 
hopeful that “something more use- 
ful and suitable” will be erected 
as a permanent memorial. The 
committee adopted a _ resolution 
favoring the extension of Memo- 
rial Plaza to link with Aloe Plaza.

cause to retaliate would make him 
unhappy.” 

When I smiled, he continued: 
“And did you in America know 
nothing of the Polish and Russian 
atrocities? Only the barbaric at- 
tacks of the Poles against the 
Germans forced the Fuehrer to 
invade Poland. I had a division 
and was ordered to march on 
Aug. 28. On the 29th came a 
counter-order as a result of nego- 
tiations with England. Now im- 
agine our terrible situation! For 
one day we believed we had to 
renounce the whole war after 
such long preparations.” 

The general did not realize the 
disastrous confession he had just 
made. However, after this one re- 
vealing moment of speaking the 
truth, he reverted to his original 
role. 


“When I entered Poland, I saw 
the bodies of hundreds of German 
men and women who had been 
murdered brutally along the road. 
Our soldiers were deeply agitated 
but, even at this provocation, only 
the S.S. men desired revenge.” 


Hopes and Fears. 


Later, he gave me an account 
of his alternating hopes and fears. 
“On Aug. 25, 1939, my friend 
Glasmeier—you know, the Sudetan 
Fuehrer—phoned me: ‘Drink a bot- 
tle of champagne. We have signed 
a treaty with the Russians!’ But 
after Stalingrad, I foresaw our de- 
feat. In the years before, we had 
feared an attack from Russia or 
from France, but we never expect- 
ed to see any American troops.” 

“That is to say,” I concluded, 
“the General Staff had no offen- 
sive plans?” 

“Never! All of our measures 
were defensive. The West Wall 
was entirely defensive. When the 
Fuehrer entered the Rhineland, 
he wanted only a new protection 
against France. All of this came 
as a surprise to those of us who 
were not members of the party.” 

“But I see a silver swastika on 
your breast,” I said. 

“That is only a decoration. It 
has nothing to do with the party. 
We wanted nothing but a greater 
army and the developing of our 
country in peace. When_ the 
Fuehrer promised this, we accept- 
ed him.” ‘ 

“And what are your plans now?” 
I asked. 

“I have only one wish — that 
your authorities allow me, as a 
prisoner, to work with my own 
hands. I want to reconstruct 
houses for our poor nation, but 
that lies in the hands of Him 
above.” (Another theatrical look 
to heaven.)

hanged.” 

“You saw in him the strong 
man?” I asked. 


He laughed. “Strong? IT sat in 
front of him ata dinner in Jan- 
uary, 1944, and he had before him 
four glasses of lemonade, and in 
front of each glass a pill. During 
the dinner he took the pills and 
the lemonade. I thought, ‘What 
an old, ill man!’” 

Generals Defend Honor. 

When I asked the Bavarian 
general if he had not been a 
member of the police at the be- 
ginning of Hitler’s Bavarian ca- 
reer, he answered, “I was a ma- 
jor in the police, but not in Mu- 
nich in November, 1923, when 
Hitler staged his putsch. At that 
time I was entirely on the side of 
the Bavarian Minister Kahr, who 
had ordered him shot. I am al- 
ways with the legitimate govern- 
ment. Later, when Hitler was 
the legitimate government, I had 
to obey his orders. I do not re- 
proach myself. My honor is 
clean.” 

With nearly ,the same words, 
Gen. Gallenka “acquitted” him- 
self. “My honor is intact. I 
wanted the best for my country. 
I am responsible only to Him.” 
(Theatrical look to the heavens). 
“If anyone violates the rules of 
the game, I greatly disapprove.” 

In this avowed devotion to God, 
to obedience, to best intentions, 
and in the use of the word “game” 
—all used for their own egotis- 
tical interests—you have the ele- 
ments of the Junkers’ philosophy. 
But when it comes to cruelties, 
every Prussian general is inno- 
cent: “I did not know it. The 
others began it.” 

“The bombing of London?” said 
the general, with forced astonish- 
ment at my question. “Don’t you 
know that the French bombed 
Freiburg in 1939, and the Eng- 
lish, Cologne? The Fuehrer 


|warned the enemy repeatedly, be- 


and, more often, deliberately ly- 
ing to us. 


I talked to a woman of about 
25, tall, raw-boned, plain, well- 
dressed hair with a warm, well- 
tailored full-length blue coat, car- 
rying a blue leather handbag and 
wearing silk stockings. 
talking to an elderly kind-faced 
German hausfrau standing on the 
steps of some small municipal 
building, on the wall of which 
We 
talked to her through an inter, 
preter. We had just heard of Hit- 
ler’'s reported death. 


She said: “I am giad that Hit- 
ler is dead. We will be better off 
this way.” 

The older woman said: “Since 
the Americans liberated the Rus- 
sian slave labor around here, 
much of the food is now difficult 
to get. The Americans did some 
looting, too. Thank God Hitler is 
dead. What changed my mind was 
hearing about the concentration 
camps. I knew nothing about it 
until the Americans arrived. I 
have known many Jews and have 
liked them. My husband was a 
driver for a police major but he 
has now disappeared and I have 
heard nothing from him for some 
time.” 

Were these women telling the 
truth? I don’t know. 

While they were talking to us 
another group of editors was talk- 
ing to a woman across the street. 
She said: “Things are very likely 
to be worse now that Hitler is 
dead.” Probably she was think- 
ing about the Russians. 

As to the condition of the Ger- 
mans, they all looked well-clothed 
and well-fed. Later on an Ameri- 
can medical colonel told us that 
the children in his neighborhood 
were very well fed and much bet- 
ter off than the Belgian children 
he had seen. In Munich several 
women who passed me on the 
street looked haggard and weary 
and seemed to show the strain 
they had been under, doubtless 
the result of the bombings. One 
curious fact was that I saw almost 
no children. Possibly they were 
out working in the fields. I don't 
know. 

I have quoted the German syn- 
thetic chemist who said that to 
hold his job he had to be a mem- 
ber of the Nazi party. I believe 
he was telling the truth. I have 
quoted the Krupp production 
manager and I feel certain that 
he was a liar. 

We stopped three Germans on 
the road in Bavaria. One was a 
tall, strapping, rather handsome 
man of about 48 years. He talked 
to us directly and seemingly with- 
out fear. He said that he was a 
Social Democrat and, hence, not a 
Nazi. Having been veterans of the 
last war, he said that he and his 
two companions recently had been 
discharged from the army—this 
was before the end of hostilities— 
that the Gestapo had never wor- 
ried them and that they were hik- 
ing their way to a friend’s house 
in a nearby town, All had packs 
on their backs. 

I cannot say that I found the 
Germans we talked to sullen or 
in the slightest degree defiant. On 
the other hand, they showed no 
signs of repentance.

cream. It is not difficult to make 
something with the correct ap- 
pearance, but the cake will be an 
annoying disappointment if it is 
not light and rich. Marshmallows 
and sour cream are the pinch hit- 
ters for whipping cream in the 
following cake, and it is delicious 
enough to wear the name.

Slice cake into one-half-inch 
slices. Combine remaining ingre- 
dients in order given. Arrange 
alternate layers of cake and berry 
mixture in a waxed, paper-lined 
loaf pan. Cake should form the 
bottom and top layers. Cover with 
waxed paper and place in refrig- 
erator for three or four hours to 
chill. Cut into slices to serve. 
Serves four to six.

I imagine that most people are 
interested, as I am, in making 
sure that our returned veterans, 
if they need treatment at a vet- 
erans’ hospital, receive the best 
medical care possible. At this 
hearing, however, the discussion 
did not seem to center on an 
effort to find out whether that 
care was good or bad. It seemed 
to be primarily directed at trying 
to discredit a may who had writ- 
ten some critical articles. He was 
cited for contempt because he 
would not give the names of a few 
employes of the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration who, in confidence and 
on condition that their names be 
not used, gave him some informa- 
tion. 

> . * 

I CERTAINLY am conscious of 
the wisdom of asking newspapers 
and their writers to show that 
their information has come from 
good sources. Plenty of things 
have been written about me which 
had no foundation in fact what- 
soever. -Yet in this particular case 
the writer had given plentiful 
evidence as to his sources. To 
force him to give a few names of 
people from whom he had obtained 
confidential information would 
mean that in the future no em- 
ploye of any Government or pri- 
vate group would dare to give 
such information. That would 
mean, in many cases, that investi- 


gations would not be started, be- 
cause no one would know that 
anything was wrong. Few people 
can afford to risk their jobs in 
order to bring to light things 
which they may know should be 
remedied. 
. o + 

IF GOOD SOURCES of infor- 
mation had not been given, there 
would then be valid criticism of a 
writer or a newspaper. But this 
was not the case in the present 
instance, and therefore the pro- 
cedure of holding Mr. Deutsch in 
contempt endangers the public in- 
terest. I hope that all who have 
any interest in our veterans or in 
good government will write to 
Representative John Rankin, 
chairman of the committee, as 
well as ta their own Congressmen, 
and protest the action. If this pro- 
cedure is not changed, future 
sources of information will be in- 
timidated, and that is dangerous 
to the public good. 

* * . 

T am sure that the men who 
took this action did so without 
thinking through what the impli- 
cations were, and how it might 
harm not only the veterans, but 
the public. If our veterans do 
not receive the best medical care, 
they will not return to a self-sup- 
porting basis. These men are 
young men, and the cost to the 
public of good care which returns 
them to normal living will be far 
less than poor care which leaves 
them a burden on the public for 
the rest of their lives. Beyond 
that, the public is entitled to know 
the truth as a reputable journal- 
ist sees it.

Why Beef About Meat Shortage? 


Much of It Is Going Where It Belongs, to Men and Women in Armed Forces

S you may have heard, there 
A is currently a meat shortage 

in these United States. No 
longer is it a question of simply 
having enough red points. Red 
points are of no value unless you 
find a butcher who has some meat 
to sell. Housewives, I am told, 
weep with joy when they stagger 
home in the dusk, bedraggled and 
weary from a day of frantic 
searching but victoriously clutch- 
ing a neatly wrapped pound of 
pork liver. 

Many butchers have become 
furtive in their manner, and all 
of them have that harried look. 
Horses look askance at meat 
markets as they pass, and notice- 
ably accelerate their speed. But

worst of all, perhaps, is the effect 
the meat shortage has had upon 
our civilian population, our would- 
be consumers. They stalk about, 
giaring at people. They sneak up 
on butchers, hoping to surprise 
those erstwhile purveyors of pork 
and pot-roasts in the act of re- 
vealing the hiding place of the 
wily T-bone, now nearly extinct. 

It’s so bad, in fact, that even 
the Black Marketeers are suffer- 
ing from the pinch and, in the ab- 
sence of beef and pork, have fal- 
len back on the humble hen. Now 
sold from under counters and 
over ceiling prices — with the 
butcher’s thumb thrown in 
as a sort of stabilizer — the 
humblest hen brings a price that 
once purchased the proud Scotch 
grouse, imported from the heath- 
ered highland moors, Ah, yes, it’s 
tough out there in civilian life if 
you are one of those Americans 
whose heritage included a fond- 
ness for roast beef, pork chops, 
ham with his eggs, and veal pot- 
pie. For:that matter, just try to 
snaffle a brace of old beat-up 
mutton chops. 

OPA regretfully telle you the sit- 
uation may get even worse, before 
it gets better. Being the kind of 
people we are, it now becomes the 
moral obligation of America to

Europe are fed until they can be- 
gin to feed themselves. But they 
cannot be given a great deal of 
meat, for the simple reason that 
there won't be enough to go 
around, , 


“Where does all the meat go?” 
you ask, clutching your package 
of egg noodles and that prepara- 
tion guaranteed to make peanut 
butter and old beet tops taste 
“meaty.” 

It goes to the men in the Armed 
Forces. It goes across the At- 
lantic in the refrigerator ships to 
the troops who have just put an 
end to the Nazi reign of horror. 
It goes to the islands of the Pa- 
cific where Americans are push- 
ing the Jap’s Sphere of Co-Pros- 
perity right down Hirohito’s 
frightened, throat. It goes to 
Americans all over the world, men 
who are doing the biggest job of 
world-cleaning in _ history, and 
who deserve and must have the 
very best of foods, particularly 
fresh, cured and canned meats, 
together with butter and lard. 

Here in the States, thousands 
of ships back from the war zones 
stock up their refrigerators with 
fresh meat and butter. Army, 
Navy, and Marine hospitals serve 
millions of pounds of fresh meat 
every week to wounded veterans. 
And in the Navy, Army, Coast 
Guard and Marine bases in the 
Western Hemisphere, more mil- 
lions of pounds of meat are served 
to newly enlisted men, combat 
veteran back from overseas, and 
to the permanent base _ detach- 
ments. 


All in all, it adds up to a lot of 


meat, 

In order to give you a better 
picture of the gigantic whole, we 
might take as an example — a 
small representative section of 
the overall picture—-the St. Louis 
Ninth Coast Guard District and 
its average monthly consumption 
of the stuff your butcher doesn’t 
have much of anymore.

PAR ENSIGN JULIET T. 
‘ BONRUD, who looks like a 

taller version of Sonja Henie, 
is District Commissary Offi- 
cer for the 22-state St. Louis 
Ninth Naval District, which ex- 
tends roughly from Miss Bon- 
rud’s native Minnesota to New 
Orleans. It is the responsibility of 
Miss Bonrud and her Commissary 
Department aids to see that the 
Coast Guard personnel of this Dis- 
trict are fed well-balanced, health- 
ful, and appetizing meals. 
means plenty of fresh vegetables, 
milk, and fruits, and it also means 
plenty of meat and eggs and but- 
ter. 

There are 1690 Coast Guard 
people in the District, of which 
number, 241 are SPARS ~— who 
have hearty appetites in spite of

lady gourmand, that women are 
invariably dainty eaters. 

The District, as far as Miss 
Bonrud is concerned, is made up 
of 23 sections, or units, of which 
13 are Coast Guard river cutters 
operating on the Ohio, Mississippi, 
Illinois, Missouri, Monongahela, 
and Tennessee rivers. Men on the 
cutters, as on the ocean going 
ships of the Coast Guard, are no- 
toriously hearty eaters, the hearti- 
est being referred to by shipmates 
as ‘seagulls,’ a name peculiarly ap- 
propriate. 

The other units are shore estab- 
lishments, such as the Warwick 
Receiving Station, the SPAR Bar- 
racks, the Coast Guard Depot, and 
various stations along the rivers. 
All those in the immediate vicinity 
of St. Louis are supplied from the 
Coast Guard commissary ware- 
house, which is bossed by another 
SPAR officer, Ensign Florence 
Beck. Both SPAR Bet@k and SPAR 
Bonrud worked on the West Coast 
before the war. Miss Bonrud was 
a secretary and stenographer in a 
timber office in Oregon, and Miss 
Beck worked for a_ typewriter 
company in Los Angeles. 

The average monthly output of 
fresh and cured meat from the 
warehouse, including fish and 
fowl,.is well over 50,000 pounds, or 
25 tons, Miss Beck figures. How- 
ever, all of this large amount does 
not go to Coast Guard tables. 
The warehouse supplies the Ma- 
rine Hospital in Kirkwood, which, 
like all hospitals, uses a great deal 
of chicken. The estimated aver- 
age also included Navy, Coast 
Guard, and merchant marine ships 
passing through St. Louis on their 
way to the Gulf and the world’s 
battlefronts. 

Miss Bonrud’s figures for April, 
1945, show that the entire district 
used 40,560 pounds of meat, or 
more than 20 tons. That’s a lot 
of meat, isn’t it? 

Going into a much less confus- 
ing subject momentarily, i. e., 
mathematics, you can eventually 
arrive at the conclusion that for 
the month of April, 1945, each 
member of the Coast Guard's St. 
Louis District personnel, SPAR 
or Tar, consumed a rough average 
of eight-tenths of a pound per 
day. 

Most of the shore establishments 
feature three or four meatless 
meals each week. This often leads 
to agonized groans of, “No, no! 
Not creamed eggs again!,” but 
in the long run it probably will 
not prove detrimental to the gen- 
eral health of the Coast Guard. 

The men on the 13 river cutters 
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day, eat heartily three times a day 
for six working days, and then 
gorge themselves on Sunday with 
such delicacies as fried chicken, 
steaks, or maybe just breaded veal 
cutlets. Many civilians of this 
generation may have difficulty 
identifying the above items, but 
they do still exist. 

With an attempt to take your 
mind off the tantalizing subject 
of fried chicken, steaks, and 
breaded veal cutlets, we throw in 
the added information that per- 
ishables such as ice cream, milk 
and fresh vegetables are supplied 
by local wholesalers on contract 
directly to the 23 Coast Guard gal- 
leys in the District, and consumed 
in large quantities not far from 
the caok pots. 

Since it takes 40,560 pounds of 
meat to feed 1690 hungry Coast 
Guard personnel for a month, go 
ahead and knock ~yourself out 
playing around with the idea of 
feeding 11,000,000 men and women 
in uniform. 

From the general tone of the 
foregoing dissertation, you may 
have conceived the idea that the 
writer is a smug, overfed service 
man gloating at the under-nour- 
ished status of civilians, but it 
isn’t so. Living away from the 
barracks, on subsistence and quar- 
ters, fighting the good meatless 
fight, like a civilian, he looks for- 
ward without too much enthusi- 
asm either to creamed salami on 
toast or Spanish omelet for supper 
tonight.

West cashed three diamond 
tricks and the heart ace, then led 
his singleton spade. Declarer had 
to lose two trump tricks, and 
therefore was down 700 points... 

This was quite a “swing” from 
what should have been the result. 
East could not have made his four 
diamond doubled contract against 
reasonably good defense, and thus 
the loss to North-South was ac- 
tually at least 800, perhaps 1000, 
points. 

Why South should have taken 
it upon himself to over-rule his 
partner’s judgment is more than 
I can say. The opening bid itself, 
four clubs, was the clearest pos- 
sible announcement that South 
could not offer effective defense 
if the opponents bought the con- 
tract—so what was the point of 
repeating or elaborating upon that 
message? North was not deaf—he 
heard and presumably understood 
the four club bid— and if he still 
felt that four diamonds could be 
defeated, what right did South 
have to contradict him? 

It will be observed that North 
understood the situation se well 
that he did not even mention his 
own strong spade suit — but this 
understanding did no good be- 
cause of South's assumption of 
omniscience.
